From the editor’s chair 
Build on this spirit... 


IN THIS spot last week I wrote about the return of 
the feel-good factor following the awe-inspiring 
achievements of the GB athletes in the 2012 London 
Olympic games. 

That pride in being British continued last week, with 
our medal tally increasing every day, culminating in 
that jaw-dropping performance by Mo Farrah in the 
5,000 metres on Saturday evening, and with GB fin¬ 
ishing in third place in the medal table which has ex¬ 
ceeded everyone’s expectations. 

One of the intended legacies of the Olympics was 
to inspire the next generation of young people to 
take up sport and make a real and lasting life change. 

And I think there is already evidence that kids are 
taking to the playing fields of East Devon and copying 
their new-found heroes. I even saw one group of 
youngsters playing handball, not universally popular 
in this country. 

The 2012 Olympics are being described as the best 
ever and Team GB has certainly delivered.

EDDC take legal action 
against developers

EAST Devon District Council (EDDC) has described in 
more detail what it accuses a developer of having failed 
to achieve in Axminster. 

As part of planning approval for the three developments 
off Chard Road, Wain Homes agreed to provide a play 
area under planning gain legislation known as a Section 
106 agreement. 

The third development is under construction but, as pre¬ 
viously reported, EDDC accuses the developer of having 
failed to make the agreed financial contribution towards 
the play area. 

EDDC also claimed that there were “several other out¬ 
standing matters”. 

The authority has since described in more detail what 
the outstanding matters are. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “Several clauses in the 
Section 106 agreement have been triggered and have not 
been carried out. 

“In short these are: the detailed specification of the open 
space should have been submitted, establishment of the 
management body and sewerage network contribution 


should have been paid. 

“We have instructed our solicitors to commence legal 
action but await advice as to what form this will take. 

WainHomes declined to comment but, in a previous 
statement, the company claimed that a management com¬ 
pany had been established “in line with our obligation”. 

The planning application for the third phase went 
through the process last year. 

An EDDC report written at the time said: “The legal 
agreement will need to contain appropriate clauses for 
the provision and transfer of the land together with the 
payment of required contributions currently calculated as 
£132,277.68 capital plus £24,743.27 maintenance (cal¬ 
culations based on all three phases on the basis that none 
of the play areas have been provided yet). “

AN Axminster woman could hardly believe her 
eyes when a footpath she campaigned for 
started to take shape. 

After a battle that involved two petitions, nu¬ 
merous fliers and lobbying, Clair Lawrence got 
what she wanted - a footpath along Stoney 
Lane at Axminster Primary School. 

Her concern was that pedestrians approach¬ 
ing Stoney Lane via the footpath running 
alongside Axe Valley Community College’s 
sports field risked being hit by cars when 
checking if it was safe to cross. 

She decided to act last year after having had 
two close calls herself when taking her son 
Charlie to school. 

Devon County Council (DCC) said its aim 
was to create a footpath at the top of the field 
to run along Stoney Lane. 

But Clair felt there was a lack of progress and 
launched a petition for a lollipop person to be 
appointed as a stop-gap measure until the path 
was constructed. 

She amassed 256 signatures but the petition 
was apparently lost or mislaid by officials in 
County Hall. 

A lollipop person never materialised despite 
money for infrastructure being found and the 
search for a volunteer having a promising start. 

The second petition was for a definite foot¬ 
path completion date, which took no less than 
265 signatures. 

DCC said a planning application was being 
prepared, but there was renewed concern when 


its submission was delayed earlier this year. 

But DCC kept its promise and work on the 
footpath is now in full swing. 

When she visited the site on Thursday, Au¬ 
gust 9th, Clair said: “I’m over the moon. 

“I can’t believe it is actually happening at last 


after many years of people trying. 

“It feels like a great achievement.” 

She praised everyone who supported her 
campaign and a DCC spokesperson said: “It 
[the footpath] is expected to be complete by 
August 31st.” 


BRIAN and Denise Jenkins are about to 
celebrate 20 years in charge of New Inn, 
Kilmington. 

The popular couple will lay on a buffet 
and cocktails for their customers to cele¬ 
brate the milestone in the evening of Sat¬ 
urday, August 18th. 

The actual anniversary is two days later 
on the 20th, but the party will be on the 
18th. Things didn't look so good in Feb¬ 
ruary 2004, though, when the pub was de¬ 
stroyed by fire after spontaneous 
combustion of the thatch. 

But the village spirit shone through as 
locals did what they could to help. The 
pub reopened a year later and Brian and 
Denise recalled: “We will never forget the 
people who rallied round to help us. It was 
amazing. Thanks again.” 

All sorts of help were offered, and Brian 
said: “Some even bought us clothes.” 


They originate from Port Talbot, Wales, 
but lived in Crawley before moving to 
Kilmington. Brian had left the army after 
24 years and they were looking for a busi¬ 
ness. 

One thing led to another and they were 
contacted by Palmer’s Brewery. They 
drove to Kilmington to have a look at New 
Inn, and Brian explained: “It was very 
nice. We didn't even get out of the car. It 
was the wife’s decision. 

“But we didn’t expect to be here for 20 
years. The life expectancy [of tenure] is 
about five years in this business they 
reckon.” 

Denise added: “At the start we didn’t 
think we would survive, but 20 years on 
we are still here. We couldn't have done it 
without the great support of our skittle, 
crib and boule teams, and we are also the 
home of the British Legion.”

Wildlife fun for all the family 


T HE Axe Estuary Wetlands 
Wet and Wild Weekend has 
become an annual favourite. 
The weekend kicks off on Friday 
August 17th at 9am, with Mammals 
of the Marshes - your chance to see 
some of the smaller mammals such 
as shrews and voles up close. 

Usually hidden in the drier parts of 
the reed bed and amongst the 
coarser grasses the small mammals 
are virtually impossible to see under 
normal conditions but, for a few 
hours, the Countryside Rangers will 


trap just a few for visitors to have a 
look at, before releasing them back 
into their environment unharmed. 

Events on Friday go late into the 
night so dress warmly and bring a 
torch for a Bat Walk starting at 8pm. 

Using electronic detectors, each 
species of bat that live on the Wet¬ 
lands can be identified as they make 
sounds at different frequencies, usu¬ 
ally out of range of most people’s 
hearing apart from the very young, 
but easily picked up by a detector. 

Friday’s late night is followed by 


an early start on the Saturday with a 
Moth Breakfast from 8am. There 
will be a chance to see a dazzling se¬ 
lection of moths up close and learn 
more about them. 

The highlight of Saturday after¬ 
noon will be the Mud Walk. Not for 
the faint-hearted, this is a wade 
along the edge of the Axe to see 
parts of the river and nature reserve 
that people don’t usually get to see. 

Numbers are limited on this activ¬ 
ity, so booking is essential. Any chil¬ 
dren who want to take part need to

be over nine-years-old and accom¬ 
panied by an adult. 

Sunday morning will play host to 
a Bird Ringing Breakfast, led by the 
Axe Estuary Ringing Group.

FR JOHN Streeting, Rector of the Axe Valley Mission 
Community, writes: I imagine many readers can remember 
Black Monday - or was it Black Wednesday. Either way it 
was the day the Stock Market collapsed. Well, we’ve just 
experienced ‘Super Saturday’ as the media have been quick 
to dub it. This time, far from being a cause of considerable 
anxiety, it is the reason for great celebration. 

If like me, you’re not massively interested in sport 
generally - although I am a very keen cricket fan - you still 
cannot fail to be deeply impressed by the achievements of 
our Olympians. 

They are an inspiration to us all in terms of their 
dedication, single mindedness, determination and sheer hard 
work. These are qualities that are invaluable in a Christian 
context although not exclusively so. 

I am avoiding any bland comparisons with St Paul’s 
strictures about running the race and similar references 
about the Christian way of life, because our Olympians, 
whether from this country or others, espouse many different 
faiths and none.

• YOU’VE recently been campaigning for changes to the 
Stop Line Way cycle route through Colyford - why is this 
so important to you? 

It is a matter of recognising what is best for the residents 
of Colyford who need the road safety benefits all year 
round and balancing these with the requirements of cy¬ 
clists. 

There had previously been a quest to bring the route 
through Colyton where they no doubt would have appre¬ 
ciated the extra customers and we would have thought 
that the cyclists would have appreciated the opportunity 
to visit our own specialist cycle shop. If they do not want 
a route through Colyton, why should there be a route 
through Colyford? 

• WHAT would you like to see changed about the route? 

There is an obvious route that avoids the A3052 and 
Seaton Road through Colyford, which is crying out for the 
will and means of achieving it, both without spending 
money now on a temporary scheme if a long-term solu¬ 


tion could be found and have this money put towards it, 
especially if it could be implemented in the near future and 
result in a better and safer long term solution to the traffic 
pinch point where the tramway crosses the A3052 by the 
White Hart. 

• HOW can people support these proposals? 

There are already several people working on this in the 
background and when these proposals are made known, 
people can help by attending and supporting any public 
meetings that are called and then by also supporting any 
campaigns which are initiated and writing directly to 
EDDC and DCC with their views. 

• HOW did you get involved with the Reece Strawbridge 
Youth Centre? 

When I became a parish councillor in 2007, the chairman 
Andrew Parr gave each of the five new councillors a spe¬ 
cific role and mine was to become involved with the new 
youth centre building because of my construction back¬ 
ground. This then moved on to being involved with helping 
to run the building as a business as one of the trustees 
and then becoming a member of the youth club commit¬ 
tee. 

• HOW would you encourage others to get involved? 

All they are looking for is support, whether it is some of 
their time, some assistance with events, fundraising or 
donating equipment or money, everything is appreciated. 
New trustees are also very welcome and their pro-active 
involvement is most welcome. The Youth Club is also 
looking for new members in both the committee and the 
youngsters. 

In a community like Colyton there are many excellent or¬ 
ganisations and groups which work well and are sup¬ 
ported by people, but if everyone gave some support to 
all the organisations, they could do even better and return 
more to the community. 

It is not only the Reece Strawbridge Youth Centre that 
would benefit from more support. I do think that the Coly¬ 
ton Carnival is a tremendous community event, as is the 
Colyford Goose Fayre, and both organisations are also al¬ 
ways looking for more support and volunteers to join in 
the enjoyment, not forgetting the Colyton Tractor Run. 

• ARE you a member of any other local organisations? 

I belong to 41 CluB, Colyton Parish History Society and am 
a trustee of Colyford Memorial Hall, which is currently 
taking up much of my time in the continuing programme 
of external and internal refurbishment and improvement. 

• WHAT are you other personal interests? 

Gardening, DIY, travelling, family and family history have 
kept me enjoyably occupied for many years, especially 
since I gave up sports. Building and work associated with 
this is also a personal interest which I have been involved 
with since I can first remember. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to your dream 
dinner party? 

Historically, a builder involved with the construction of the 
Pyramids and one from Stonehenge; and Benjamin 
Spooner, the captain of the Marie Celeste, would be a fas¬ 
cinating evening.Celebrity wise, Billy Connolly, Ronnie 
Barker and perhaps Dolly Parton. But the one choice I 
would make would be to invite Isambard Kingdom Brunei, 
James Green and Fred Dibnah who would be very good, 
interesting and entertaining company and would certainly 
be particularly helpful in answering some questions I have 
about bridges in Colyford.

There are two sides 
to every argument 

FURTHER to my recent mention of the newly formed 
group the Axe Invasives, who are trying to remove the 
invasive Himalayan Balsam from the Axe catchment 
area, a reader, Sarah Futter, has made a plea on behalf of 
all beekeepers in the South West. 

Please, she writes, leave Himalayan balsam alone until 
it has flowered and then remove it. “This year,” she says, 
“has been dire for foraging bees and the balsam is one of 
the few plants that is now flowering, and which bees can 
use to stock up for the winter. 

“Sugar syrup can be fed, but it is more natural and 
healthier for bees to gather natural products such as 
Himalayan balsam pollens. The only other option is ivy, 
but this solidifies in the hive and bees can starve to death 
in a box full of ivy honey.” 

Sarah goes on to say that she is well aware how 
damaging and invasive the balsam can be, but it is also 
a godsend for bees, not just this year, but annually. 

Timed correctly, she says, the Himalayan balsam can 
be removed after the bees have collected their winter 
stores and before it seeds. 

It is a valid point, but the timing is indeed critical as the 
flowers soon turn into explosive seed pods, scattering 
their contents for feet in every direction to establish a 
new crop for the following year. What, I wonder, is the 
view of the Axe Invasives Group to this aspect of the 
problem? 

Meanwhile, still on bees, Jane Hopkins, a keen wild 
life gardener, tells me that she grows wild flowers in her 
garden for bees and other insects, but had a surprise 
when a colony of bumble bees took up residence in one 
of her bird boxes. 

She sent me a photo of the bees in the box and wonders 
what will happen to them when the weather becomes 
colder? 

The bees are, I suspect, the common buff-tailed 
humble bees, insects which usually inhabit vole or 
mouse holes in banks, but in this case have decided a 
bird box is just the thing! 

The males die off before the winter, leaving the 
females to hibernate and then, in the spring, when the 
days warm up to forage for pollen and then lay fertilised 
eggs. Jane Hopkins may well discover that her bird box 
has become a permanent bumble bee colony. 

The roe rut, which takes place at this time of the year, 
in our area has been fitful and inconsistent. During the 
warm spell at the end of July I witnessed a buck chasing 
a doe in a determined fashion, and received reports that 
the rut was in full swing. 

However, the advent of rain and much cooler weather 
last week dampened enthusiasm. Normally the rut only 
extends for around ten days into August and by now may 
well be over, leaving the exhausted bucks to retire into 
thick woodland to recover. 

The other main species of deer in our region, the sika, 
does not rut until the beginning of October when the 
stag’s eerie whistling call can be heard echoing in the 
deep, south Dorset woodlands. Incidentally, a rutting 
sika stag can often lose all fear of humans and can prove 
very dangerous. 

On the subject of woodlands, Dorset Wildlife Trust has 
teamed up with the Small Woods Association to help 
enhance the small Purbeck woodlands. A Week in the 
Woods will take place from September 24th to 28th with 
24 places available and an apprenticeship for one 
participant at the end of the course. 

The object is to revive vital woodland crafts and the 
chosen apprentice will spend three years learning 
woodland skills. The cost of the week is £124, including 
basic accommodation. For further information call Fran

“There were a couple 
of matches reported in 
the 1880s at Stockland 
versus Axminster and

Upottery but there was 
an even earlier report of 
two matches in 1862 ver¬ 
sus Dalwood. 

“I attach one of these 
for your perusal (albeit 
the item of 42 tubs of 
brandy floating in Lyme 
Bay is even more inter¬ 
esting! ). 

“The date for the earli¬ 
est was August 19th and 
yes, there is to be a re¬ 
peat match on Sunday 
August 19th coming up 
at Stockland versus a 


Dalwood XI. 

“I hope you are able to 
report this as not only 
does Pulman's still sur¬ 
vive but village cricket 
is still alive and well.” 

Unfortunately, the 
copy of the cutting sent 
to me by Mr Griffiths 
was not of sufficient 
clarity to be reproduced 
here but it reported that- 
Stockland won the game 
with six wickets lost. 

And on the 42 barrels 
of floating brandy, Pul¬ 
man’s readers were in¬ 
formed that they had 
been taken to the custom 
house in Lyme Regis but 
they had been in the 
water for so long that 
much of the contents 
were “found unfit to 
drink”. 

Which makes me won¬ 
der what state the cus¬ 
toms officer was in after 
deciding the contents of 
the barrels were unfit 
for consumption!

THEY came as musical exiles from furthest Gadjistan and 
choose Barcelona as the place where they would open 
their suitcases and air their instmments. Seven musicians 
bound by their Gadjistani culture, a rich and festive cul¬ 
ture with bewitching rhythms and funny dances, exuber¬ 
ant, theatrical melodies and a mish-mash of languages. 
Gadjo have toured extensively through Europe, sowing 
their musical mayhem as they go, from gypsy-cumbia, 
balkanic-ska to reggae-swing and surf tango. Sometimes 
they appear playing an intimate acoustic set on the market 
square, sometimes under the lights of a festival stage, but 
wherever it is expect the dust to fly as the music kidnaps 
your heart and lifts your feet into an unstoppable dance.
